BRITISH BUYERS RESPOND 


Canadian exports of wheat to 
Great Britain have gone up in recent 
weeks to the extent of 35,000,000 bush- 
els per month. No doubt other factors 
had something to do with this increase 
in the purchases of Canadian grain, but 
no one who understands human nature 
can doubt that in large measure it is the 
result of the extension of the preference 
on British goods coming to. Canada. 
What Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux long ago 
termed the ‘sentimental preference” is 
a real thing in human life, and in affect- 
ing the trade of individuals and nations. 
In private dealings, people buy from 
thoSe who buy from them. Where con- 
ditions are at all favorable peoples do 
the same. 

The extension of the preference was 
a signal to the people of Britain 
that Canada wants to do business with

Democracy brings it about that 
each of us and a crowd of us are 
in contact with an endless variety 
of crowds. We have the choice of 
wh'ch crowd to follow, and that 
means which leader. 

In the number of patterns of be- 
havior offered, there is safety. The 
psychologist’s solution for making 
the world safe for democracy is to 
educate the people and give them 
specifically a sense of the dangers 
of crowd thinking. 

We speak of a crowd as a mob 
because we don't think much of it; 
we think of a “party” our party 
as a noble organizat'on of the bigger 
and better variety. The technique 
of getting votes shows all too plainly 
the tempation of appeal to the 
crowd. But you can appeal to the 
intelligent voter quite as effictively 
for one of the marks 
of his intelligence is hs immunity 
from crude crowd contagion. The 
intelligent buyer has developed 
sales-resistance The intelligent 
citizen develops crowd resistance; 
but he is influenced by his own 
crowd. Every newsstand shows a 
varety of appeals to as many 
varieties of readers. each following 
his crowd. We shall always have 
crowd perychology: its liabilities 
must be reduced, its assets capital- 
ized. A knowledge of crowd psy- 
chology is an asset in that direction.
